Emerging Needs
e Safety Plans — Chantelle Porter

Utilized when there is not an immediate, emergent necessity, probably cause of
harm to remove the child. Voluntary, modifiable plan to keep children in the home
during an investigation period of 60 days.
Often parents feel like they have no choice but to agree. Parents are not receiving
the rights and responsibilities for the safety plan. Often these are coming back
unfounded but the children were removed for up to 60 days.
Prolonged Safety plans are not in the best interest of the children. Different
allegations have different timelines — ex: broken arm, chronic medical neglect
Help the workers do a good job. Parents don’t always have legal representation.
Lack of communication is experienced from medical and law enforcement.
This is different than a care plan, where the family comes up with the plan and
there is no real end date. This gap has been identified in the needs assessment.
Discussion related to an MDT approach, improvement of communication.
